A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .111 , 1 .135, (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademarit Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt.

- An Indication whether an agreement was reached and If so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the Interview (If Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It Is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the Interview, 
or when It is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which Informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the Interview as a supplement to the Form Is not 
required.

Examiner called Richard Campbell back at 619-687-8606 after he asked me to return his call to 
schedule a telephone interview. Since the file was going through further processing, I did not 
have it and so I could not schedule an interview at this time and I told him so. I told him I would 
try to get the file and give him a call back. 

12/10/2002 

I was told I would receive the file in a few days so I called Richard Campbell and scheduled an 
interview for Monday, December 23 at 1 :00pm. He said he will email me a proposal. 

12/23/2002 

Richard Campbell called and said he did not get a chance to email a proposal but wanted to 
discuss claim 1. He said that the 'case' claimed in claim 1 separates the testing device from the 
remainder of the PC and this is not in Simmons. Examiner stated that the claim does not 
distinguish itself between two modems connected over a phone line. Applicant said he will file a 
RCE to distinguish his system fi-om Simmons or a system in which two modems are 
communicating with each other. Applicant said that in the RCE, all independent claims will 
have, based on applicant's figure 1, two communication lines between 10 and 30. Applicant will 
also combine the separate transmit claims and receive claims together to further distinguish fi-om 
prior art.
